Keep Out of Uraugh t. 

"He who sits with his back 
to a draught sits with his face 
to a coffin," says the Spanish 
proverb. "Avoid a draught 
of air- as you would the arrow 
of an enemy," aayB Boerhave 
the great physician. He who 
exposes himself to a draught 
not only runs' tbe riak of a 
cold, but of contagion ; for the 
germs of disease which float 
.mi such currents of air, are 
liable to be inhak-d and thus 
produce disease. Especially 
in a sick room a draught of 
air is liable to be laden with 
poison, and may carry death 
upon its wings. 

It is viry pleasant when a 
person is warm to (eel the 
coolness of a gentle breeze, 
but it is uot always safe, and 
many a cold, cough, rheu- 
matism, and consumption, 
comes from fitting in a 
draught of air. Of course 
persons who have thus expos 
ed themselves may, by 
prompt action, remedy the 
evils; but those who expose 
themselves and tako cold are 
the very persons who are 
likely to neglect themselves 
after they have taken it, and 
fear no danger until their 
cases have gone beyond the 
reach of remedies. A little 
care often saves a great deal 
of labor. An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of
